The Paris hatchery, near Hig 
Rapids in Mecesta county, will go 
out of trout production as soon as 
this -fail’s planting commitments 
are met. Also to be phased out this 
fall is the Watersmeet hatchery. 

The small Benton Harbor sub- 
station of the Wolf Lake Hatchery 
will shut down this fall and the 
lone full-time employee transfer- 
red’ back ty Wolf Lake, 35 miles 
away. 

Last of the four to go out of pro- 
duction will be the Grayling hatch- 
erf, which’ will be fully converted 
to a field office. At least one new 
employee will be assigned there in 
addition to the present staff. 

The Grayling hatchery last year 
produced more than 400,000 fish, 
but the facility has been troubled 
with problems of fluctuating water 
temperatures that impaired effi- 
ciency.
